This application has been examined. Claims 1-13 are pending. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

4. Claim 12 recites the limitation "the web server" in the claim. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotafion of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1, 2, 3, 5, 6, 7, 8, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 



by Piersol et al (Piersol) (U. S. 5,745,910). 
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With respect to claims 1, 2, 3, 5, 6, 7, 8, and 13, Piersol discloses receiving a print 
designation to print a document that comprises a set of canvases (plural pages) (column 8, lines 5- 
15 and column 6, lines 25-30); constructing a canvas order (page order) (column 6, lines 25-40); 
getting graphics data in the canvas order (column 5, lines 20-30), and sending the graphics data 
for print processing (column 4, lines 41-65 and column 15, lines 51-66). 

Claim Rejections - 55 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Piersol in view of 
Mori et al (Mori) (U. S. 6,433,882). 

With respect to claim 4, Piersol differs from claim 4 in that he does not clearly disclose the 
print specification includes duplex. Mori discloses a system for processing filed in a printer 
system wherein the user can specify duplex printing (column 8, line 57 to column 9, line 14). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have modified Piersol to allow the user to specify duplex printing. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have modified 
Piersol by the teaching of Mori in order to give the user more variety in the printing process.

9. Claims 9, 10, and 1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
